The Board is committed to 
a 
policy of working with tho equal- 
ization board and the tax assessor 
to try to equalize 
assessments. 
There unquestionably exists today 
much inequity between real estate 
assessments on property of com- 
parable value in Hope school dis- 
trict. The same is doubtless true 
of personal property. It is not the 
aim of the school board to sug- 
gest an unnecessary burden 
on 
real and personal property owners. 
Rather, the aim is to distribute the 
burden among all tax payers 
in 


proportions to the values of 
the 
property they own. The public must 
remember' these facts when you 
make your assessments. 


There is a larger enrollment in 
the schools. The public is expecting 
better facilities, broader programs, 
new services, 
higher 
standards 
ci'or teachers more instructional 
materials, better kept buildings in 
the way of maintenance and re- 
pair. Hope is growing, and as it 
continues .to grow in the 
future, 
greater and greater demands \\ill 
be made on the school system for 
the training of increasing numbers 
of youth.

Rutledge was arrested three

through the month-long trial, said 
action to seek bail for the pedia- 
trician would not be started until

Dr. Goodrich returned to Hanni- 


bal, Mo., Sunday after talking with 
Rutledge and his attorneys. Barn- 
grovcr said he had no word when 
Goodrich would return to 
Cedar 
Rapids. 


County Attorney Walter Criss- 
man said he planned to demand 
that bond be set at a high figure 
when it is requested.

Votes to Probe 
Air Policies, 
Purchases 


Washington, May 31 —W)— The 


house armed services committee 
voted today to investigate the na- 
tion's 
air 
power 
policies 
and 
plane purchases. 
It approved unanimously a reso- 


lution by Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) 
for the inquiry and decided to ask 
the house for a $50,000 expense 
fund. 


"Let the chips fall where they 
will," Vinson told reporters. "This 
wll be no 
whitewash 
investiga- 
tion." 


Vinson proposed the investigation 
by the armed services committee 
after Rep. Van Zandt (R-Pa) asked 
the house last week to create 
a 
special committee to make such 
an inquiry. 
' 


Van Zandt said he was disturbed 


j by reports linking high defense of- 
ficials with aircraft companies in 
the past. 


Vinson told the committee the 
investigation "will find out what 
lies behind these rumors and in- 
nuendoes." He said he referred to 
Van Zandt's statements. 


Rep. Short of Missouri, ranking 


republican member of the commit- 
tee, 
supported Vinson's resolution. 
He said "this is not a witch hunt. 
It is only fair to have these mat- 
ters clarified." 


In response to a question from 


Rep. Cole (R-NY), Vinson said the 
entire national air policy will be 
scrutinized, and the investigation 
will look into procurement of all 
military aircraft. 


Vinson said the investigation "in- 


volved big issues" and "deals with 
the reputation of the entire nation- 
al military establishment. We are 
going to find out what is going 
on." 


Vinson said the investigation will 
be started at once, and 
he 
as- 
signed a committee s»aff expert to 
begin assembling information 
on 


aircraft purchasing plans 
of 
the 


armed forces. He said public hear- 
ings may start before the end of 
the week. 


Rep. Van Zandt demanded 
an 


inquiry into "disturbing 
reports" 


about the relations of Secretary of 
Defense Louis Johnson, Air Secre- 
tary Smington, and Floyd Odium, 
head of the Atlas corporation. 


Van Zandt said ho had

Communists don't smile much. 


Why? Because they are ideologi- 
cal zealots. They have one track 
minds which are directed towards 
the objective of world revolution 
to 
comnfunize 
all 
nations 
and 
bring them under the rule of Mos- 
cow, 
the oracle of bolshevism. It 
is a project 
which leaves 
little 
room for other thoughts. 


Communism isn't merely a po- 
litical ism. One often hears it de- 
scribed as a "religion," but that is 
a fantastic characterization which 
perhaps has been seized upon be- 
cause there is a similiarity in the 
intensity of belief between the Com- 
munist and a highly religious per- 
son. The similarity stops with the 
intensity of feeling, however. As 
a matter of fact communism 
is 


the antithesis of 
religion, which 
under the Red doctrine is the opi- 
ate of the masses. All true Com- 
munists are atheists. It is impos- 
sible to be a true Communist and 
be religious at the same time. 


I think perhaps a good dtfinltion 


of communism is that it is a way 
of life. It controls not only the po- 
litical activities of the individual 
but rules every other phase of his 
existence with an iron hand. The 
ism takes control of the individual 
when he is about six years of age, 
and from that time on controls his 
thoughts and 
actions 
throughout 
life. 


Under totalitarianism the indivi- 
dual belongs to the state and the 
sovereignty of the state in turn 
rests in Moscow. Thus the indivi- 
dual owes his allegiance to Mos- 
cow, even to the extent of turning 
traitor to his own country in event 
the latter has trouble with mother 
Russia. 


This regimentation is 
achieved 
through a process of rigid disci- 
pline and intensive indoctrination. 
Children are schooled in the ways 
of the clenched fist. With the ar- 
rival of maturity the individual is 
trained not only in ideology but in 
the methods of making revolution 
and carrying out espionage for the 
spread of communism. 


Much of the training of mature 


Communists is done under-ground 
to escape the law. This is being 
made increasingly clear 
in 
the 


trials and investigations now pro- 
ceeding in America. Naturally the 
members of a party which has 
been declared subversive by the 
United States government aren't 
keen to acknowledge membership, 
which accounts for the frequent re- 
fusal of witnesses to disclose their 
nolitical status. Of 
course 
some 
leaders have to come out into the 
open, but the rank and file as a 
whole in America works secretly. 


Now all this underground activi- 
ty and secrecy and mystery has 
a glamor for adventurous folk, and 
especially the 
young. 
That 
has 


been true 
throughout the 
ages. 


Mussolini and Hitler both trafficked 
on this trait of human nature—but 
communism makes them both look 
like amateurs. 


So in most countries there are 
Communist parties which are con- 
ducting 
underground 
operations. 
Part of the secrecy is to conceal 
the extent of the Red organization; 
part is because some of the opera- 
tions are subversive and are aimed 
at overthrow of the government. 


Obviously there is little of hu: 


mor in the lives of such ideologi- 
cal zealots. 


One can only add the observation 
that 
perhaps 
democracy 
could 
learn a useful lesson from 
this 


ideological training of youth. Far 
more might be done .in our schools, 
and through legitimate youth or- 
ganizations.

gross receipts means "the total 
amount of consideration for

sale x x x . " 


The court said that language 
"appears to mean, and we so con- 
strue, that where one sells an ar- 
ticle in the preparation of which 
for sale he has expended labor, 
which adds to its value 
and was 
necessary 
to make 
it salable, 
that he must pay the sales tax 
on the price

In the old days, burlesque was 


regarded as a disreputable form of 
entertainment. Respectable ladies 
never went and respectable gentle- 
men, when they did go, turned up 
their collars and snuck in. It was 
a little gamey for the times at 
that, but many of the jokes that 
have been discoursed as humor for 
mixed audiences of the carriage 
trade at our big casinos in the re- 
sorts in the last 20 years would 
have brought the cops to Sam T. 
Jacks or the Folly or the Tioca- 
dero. 


Some of our most successful in- 


timate entertainers just can't come 
out of the sewer, but we must like 
their material because they go on 
and on. That never 
was 
so in 


vaudeville. The head office would 
cancel your time and you would 
walk back. In between, we got the 
strip show and one of the New 
York congressmen tried to repres- 
ent this as a new American 
art 


form when the fact was that it was 
the foulest corruption ever offered. 
A number of persons identified with 
the vilest of these institutions were 
discussed seriously as artists of in- 
tegrity and even quoted in some 
columns on social 
and 
political 


matters, but it is the history of 
the stage that actors, singers, jest- 
ers and all such are vagabonds. It 
was not entirely by their choice- 
that they kept apart from the pub- 
lic until very recent years, but by 
the force of an ancient ostracism. 
An editor would have been as like- 
ly to consult a keeper of some dis- 
orderly place as an actor on politi- 
cal issues. The change which has 
endowed them with great intel- 
ligence or wisdom has wrought no 
better effect 
that 
confusion 
of 


public opinion and degradation of 
political aud personal morality..

Lewis Demands 
'Protection' 
for Miners 


Washington May 31 —(IP)— John 
L. Lewis today bitterly denounced 
state officials and coal mine opera- 
tions for what he called their fail- 
ure to assure safety in the mines. 


The United Mine Workers' chief 
called on congress to "act now" 
by passing a bill which would give 
federal inspectors the 
right 
to 


close mines in cases where they 
felt there was imminent danger. * 


He declared some mine opera- 
tors have no cbncern for human 
life and contemptuously referred 
to them as "polecats." Seven state 
mine inspection agencies, he as- 
serted, "chose to ignore complete 
ly" the safety provisions 
of the 
present laws. 


Lewis testified before a senate 


labor 
subcommittee 
w h i c h is 


studying that bill. 


Glowering in his usual manner, 


speaking 
now 
in 
a 
thundering 


voice, now in a 
whisper, Lewis 


said that during the last 19 years 
1,259,081 
miners 
have 
been 


"mainod mangled and killed" in 
the coal pits. 


He added that during the first 


two years of World War II, casual- 
ties in the mines exceeded those 
in 'he armed .services. 


"For the one (the service cas- 


ualties), there was c o n c e r n , " 
Lewis declared. "For the others, 
there was unconcern in any public 
sense." 


Alluding Toberlin the legendary 


magician of King 
Arthur's day, 
Lewis told the committee: 


"If I had the powers of a merlin, 


I would march that million and a 
quarter men past the congress of 
the United States, the quick and 
the dead. 


"I would have the 
aubulatory 


in.iured drag the dead after them." 


The UMW chief said he 
would 


have the maimed and the mangled 
crawl past "so the congress might 
see them 
trailing 
their bowels 


after them." He added: 


"I would 
have 
the 
concourse 


flanked by five weeping members 
of each family." 


He painted a picture of 6,250,000 


people "wailing and lamenting" 
while they filed past the congress 
members.
